lype I polio may breathe its dying gasp to- 
moiiow in Bucks County if residents turn out en 
masse at the 48 Sabin oral vaccine clinics. That’s 
the word from the Bucks County Medical Associa­ 
tion which says the disease can he wiped out in 


the (ounty if at least HO per cent of its inhabitants 
Ret immunized. 


Hie clinics will be open from ll a.m. to 5 p.m. 
And it’s a simple matter of filling out a registration 
form, in a d v a n c e if possible, entering the clinic, 
then popping a sugar cube impregnated with the 
vaccine into the mouth. 


Type III vaccine will lie given Oct. 27, and 
Type II on Dec. 8. 


Absolutely Safe 
Everyone from six weeks of age on up should 
take the vaccine, even those who have had the 
complete Salk series. The vaccine is absolutely 
safe for pregnant women, hay fever sufferers, dia­ 
betics, and persons with upper respiratory infec­ 
tions. 
Persons who have a high fever, nausea and 
vomiting, or diarrhea should refrain from taking 
the vaccine. 
Those vaccinated with a live measles vaccine 
within the month should not take the polio vaccine 
at this time. 


(Registration Form On Page S) 
While the Sabin vaccine is relatively new, ex­ 
perts believe it will give long-term immunization, 
perhpas even permanent immunization. If boosters 
are required, they will probably be spaced over 
long periods of time. 
A donation of 25 cents per individual wall be 
asked, but no one will be denied the vaccine. 
A signed registration form must be handed in. 
Minors must have the forms signed by a parent or 
guardian. 
Forms can be obtained at the clinics, but the 
medical society urges everyone to get the forms 
beforehand and fill them in before coming to the 
clinics.

John Jr. They planned a family 
party tonight at the home of Mrs.

Hugh D. Auchincloss. 
The President was reported to 
he particularly interested in Iron 
Curtain country reaction to his 
U. N. speech in which he urged 
that Russia and the United States 
cease the so-called cold war and 
join together in a new, coopera­ 
tive drive for world peace. 
Russian diplomats in New York 
informed the President that in 
their estimation his speech was 
“excellent.” He will confer at the 
White House next month with So­ 
viet Foreign Minister Andre Gro­ 
myko. Kennedy and Gromyko dis­ 
cussed plans for the Washington 
conference when they met at a 
diplomatic reception at UN head­ 
quarters Friday.

WASHINGTON *L’PI) — Demo­ 
cratic leaders were more opti 
mistic today about their chances 
for pushing President Kennedy’s 
$11 billion tax cut through the 
House minus a Republican anti 
spending amendment. 
They rejected a fresh GOP ap­ 
peal, broadcast to the nation last 
night on 
radio 
and 
television, 
for Democratic support of a “trig­ 
ger" provision that would bar the 
tax reduction unless the President 
revised his spending plans down­ 
ward in January. 
The leaders pressed ahead with 
their drive to line up a solid 
party 
front 
against the amend­ 
ment. One key legislator said the 
leaders 
were 
“ feeling 
better” 
about tax cut prospects after a 
partial nose-count of Democratic 
lawmakers. 
Earlier, 
the 
Democrats 
had 
feared that the Republican move, 


which they labeled a “pony,” had 
the kind of political appeal cer­ 
tain to draw considerable support 
from conservative southern Demo, 
crats. The Republicans are cer­ 
tain to back it, almost to a man. 
Rep. John W. Byrnes, R-Wis., 
top GOP mem ber of the tax- 
writing 
House 
Ways & 
Means 
Committee, 
got 
“equal 
tim e” 
from the m ajor networks Friday 
night to reply to Kennedy’s ap­ 
peal Wednesday for support of 
the tax cut without any such 
“ ruinous” limitations. 
Byrnes said the tax cut would 
chart the way to economic dis­ 
aster unless coupled with a firm 
lid on government spending. With­ 
out this, he said, all signs are 
that the federal budget and the 
national 
debt 
will continue 
to 
soar, with resulting further infla­ 
tion and “ financial ruin” in the 
end.

VATICAN CITY, 'UPI) - Pope 
Paul VI, in a momentous step 
towards bringing the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church into line with the 
space age, said today he will 
modernize the ultra-conservative 
Roman Curia. 
The Pontiff told members of the 
Curia, the Vatican’s adm inistra­ 
tive organization, that he intends 
to make it more international in 
membership and more progres­ 
sive in outlook. 
“ Various reform s will be need­ 
ed,” he told m em bers of the vari­ 
ous “departm ents’’ of the Curia 
during a special audience today. 
“They will certainly be pondered, 
they w ill be outlined according to 
venerable and reasonable tradi­ 
tions on one hand, according to 
the needs of the times on the 
other.”

At the same time, the Soviet 
Government chided the Commu­ 
nist Chinese for attem pting to ac­ 
quire atomic weapons “at any 
cost” and boasted that Russia is 
superior to the West in nuclear 
weapons 
which 
require 
above­ 
ground testing. 
The government statem ent said 
Red China’s leaders “have de­ 
veloped 
some 
sort 
of 
special 
aims and interests which cannot 
be supported by the military force 
of the socialist c?~ip.” 
Western observers here specu­ 
lated that Russia might be refer­ 
ring to China’s border conflict 
with India last year—which re­ 
sulted in a Kremlin blast against 
Peking earlier this week. 
The Soviet statem ent, strongly 
implied that the Chinese are try­ 
ing to build up their military

“It is impossible to agree to
